A  Mission  to  End  Domestic  Violence

More  than  400  citizens  and  leaders 
gathered  at  Boston  City  Hall  Oct.  5  to 
support  the  Asian  Shelter  and  Advocacy 
Project’s  (ASAP)  annual  Silk  Road 
Gala. 

Dressed  in  culturally  creative  attire 
and  feasting  on  food  from  Cambodian, 
Chinese,  Japanese,  South  Asian,  and 
Thai  restaurants,  the  participants  came 
together  to  support  New  England’s  first 
and  only  shelter  that  provides  com¬ 
prehensive  services  for  Asian  families 
suffering  from  domestic  violence. 

Supporters  enjoyed  an  evening  of 
good  company  and  entertainment, 
which  included  lion  dances  and  music. 
They  also  took  part  in  a  silent  auction  of 
a  wide  range  of  items,  including  a  guided 
tour  of  the  North  End,  gift  certificates 
from  area  stores  and  restaurants,  and  a 
weekend  getaway  to  Nantucket. 

In  addition  to  raising  money  for  the 
shelter,  the  fund-raising  gala  is  also  a 
celebration  of  the  Asian  community’s 
combined  efforts  to  end  domestic 
violence  and  make  linguistically  and  cul¬ 
turally  appropriate  resources  available 
to  Asian  families  suffering  from  it. 

Co-chaired  by  Mrs.  Angela  Menino 
and  Dr.  Susan  Weld,  the  event  was  at¬ 
tended  by  Boston  Mayor  Thomas 
Menino  and  many  local  community  and 
political  leaders.  Uma  Pemmaraju, 
former  co-anchor  of  WBZ  News  at 
Noon,  presided  as  mistress  of 
ceremonies. 

Domestic  violence  is  currently  the 
leading  cause  of  injury  to  women  be¬ 
tween  the  ages  of  15  and  44,  according

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to  the  Surgeon  General.  Although 
Asians  constitute  only  2.4  percent  of  the 
state’s  population,  10  percent  of  persons 
who  died  in  Massachusetts  as  a  result  of 
domestic  violence  last  year  were  Asian. 
In  light  of  these  alarming  statistics,  the 
Asian  Task  Force  Against  Domestic 
Violence  provides  a  vital  service  to 
Asian  battered  women  and  their 
children. 

In  Massachusetts,  the  Asian  popula¬ 
tion  includes  Cambodian,  Chinese, 
Vietnamese,  Thai,  Laotian,  and  South 
Asian  communities,  and  each  of  these 
communities  has  its  own  distinctive  lan¬ 
guages  and  cultural  institutions. 
Without  advocates  who  can  speak  their 
language  and  understand  their  social 


codes  and  expectations,  many  victims  of 
domestic  violence  from  these  com¬ 
munities  would  be  unable  to  speak  up 
for  themselves  in  court,  file  orders  of 
protection,  obtain  emergency  shelter, 
receive  counseling,  or  even  know  that 
help  is  available.  For  many  people 
within  -  and  outside  of  -  the  Asian  com¬ 
munities,  it  is  still  news  that  domestic 
violence  is  against  the  law. 

The  Task  Force’s  and  ASAP’s  multi¬ 
lingual  advocates  and  counselors  are 
able  to  bridge  linguistic  and  cultural 
barriers  to  provide  services  to  many 
recent  Asian  immigrants.  Though  the 
Task  Force  is  a  small  organization,  its 
programs  are  far-reaching.  Since  its 
founding  in  1992,  the  organization’s 


greatest  achievement  has  perhaps  been 
the  establishment  of  ASAP,  which  has 
provided  services  to  more  than  300 
clients  since  its  inception  in  1994.  These 
services  currently  include  a  24-hour 
multilingual  hotline,  emergency  shelter, 
on-site  English  as  a  second  language 
classes,  legal  advocacy,  assistance  with 
healthcare,  housing,  public  benefits,  in¬ 
dividual  counseling,  survival  workshops 
for  immigrants,  parenting  skills 
workshops,  services  for  children,  and 
referrals  for  job  training  and  education¬ 
al  opportunities.  Services  are  also 
provided  for  women  who  may  not  need 
shelter  but  who  are  victims  or  survivors 
of  domestic  violence.  In  addition  to 
these  programs  and  services,  the  Task 
Force  is  undertaking  a  new  initiative 
this  year  to  expand  its  ESL,  education, 
and  outreach  programs. 

The  Silk  Road  Gala  has  as  its 
namesake  the  historical  passage  be¬ 
tween  Asia  and  Europe  used  centuries 
ago  by  silk  traders.  It’s  significance  today 
is  still  relevant. 

The  mission  of  the  Task  Force  is  to 
eliminate  family  violence  and 
strengthen  Asian  families  and  com¬ 
munities.

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INTERVIEW

Ambassador 
March  Fong  Eu 


Any  description  of  March  Fong  Eu’s 
political  life  in  California  must  make 
ample  use  of  the  word  first:  She  was  the 
first  woman  to  be  elected  California 
Secretary  of  State  and  the  first  Asian- 
American  to  be  elected  to  statewide  of¬ 
fice.  She  was  also  the  first  Asian 
American  woman  to  be  elected  to  the 
California  State  Legislature. 

Campaigning  for 
Clinton  and  Kerry 

Eu,  who  recently  resigned  as  US  Am¬ 
bassador  to  the  Federated  States  of 
Micronesia  to  participate  in  the  Clin- 
ton-Gore  reelection  campaign,  was  in 
Boston  earlier  this  week  to  drum  up 
support  for  Sen.  John  Kerry  and  the 
Democratic  ticket.  During  her  stay  in 
Boston,  she  met  with  members  of  the 
Asian  Pacific  American  Agenda  Coali¬ 
tion  and  visited  a  number  of  Chinatown 
agencies.  She  also  attended  a  Women 
for  Kerry  Rally  at  Faneuil  Hall  on  Tues¬ 
day. 

Eu  says  she  has  been  willing  to  work 
for  the  Clinton  campaign  because  she 
believes  "he  sincerely  recognizes  that 
our  country  is  not  made  up  of  just  one 
kind  of  people."  And  while  Kerry  voted 
for  the  Republican-sponsored  welfare 
reform  bill,  which  made  non-citizen  im¬ 
migrants  ineligible  for  many  social 
benefits,  she  argued  that  he  did  so  in 
order  to  begin  the  process  of  genuine 
welfare  reform.  She  said  Kerry  has 
vowed  to  work  to  amend  the  sections  of 
the  law  that  are  unduly  harsh  on  legal 
immigrants  if  he  is  reelected. 

California  Politics 

Eu  was  elected  in  1966  to  represent 
parts  of  Oakland  and  Castron  Valley  in 
the  California  Assembly,  and  later 
served  five  terms  as  California  Secretary 
of  State.  She  began  her  political  career 
by  being  elected  to  serve  on  the 
Alameda  County  Board  of  education. 
Her  interest,  she  explains,  grew  natural¬ 
ly  from  her  concerns  about  her 
children’s  education.  "1  was  kind  of  like 
a  self-starter,"  she  says.  "I  wanted  to  have 
some  say  in  what  happened  to  my 
children." 

A  third-generation  Chinese 
American,  Eu  was  the  first  member  of 
her  family  to  be  involved  in  California 
politics.  "Asians  are  inclined  to  be  very 
successful  in  business  and  other  ac¬ 
tivities,  but  they  stay  away  from  govern¬ 
ment,"  she  said.  Part  of  this  lack  of 
interest  in  the  past  has  been  due  to  the 


status  of  many  Asian  Americans:  many, 
for  example,  are  immigrants  and  remain 
more  connected  politically  to  their  na¬ 
tive  country  than  to  the  US.  "That  will 
change,"  she  says,  as  the  American-born 
Asian  population  increases. 

Asians  and  Voting 

As  Eu  campaigns  around  the  country 
for  the  Democratic  ticket,  she  has  been 
urging  Asian  Americans  to  become 
more  involved  in  the  electoral  process. 
"Nationwide  there  are  over  9  million 
Asian  Americans  in  the  US,  but  only 
about  1. 1  million  are  registered  to  vote," 
she  said  in  one  recent  speech.  "Only  53 
percent  of  all  Asian  Americans  who  are 
US  citizens  are  registered  to  vote."  In 
California,  she  said,  "Asian  Americans 
comprise  approximately  10  percent  of 
the  state’s  population  but  only  5  percent 
of  the  state’s  registered  voters.  Only  one 
in  300  who  vote  on  election  day  is  an 
Asian  American.  There  is  only  one  legis¬ 
lator  and  one  constitutional  officer  of 
Asian  American  descent  in  the  Califor¬ 
nia  state  elected  government,"  she  said. 

Although  Asians  have  one  of  the 
highest  rates  of  naturalization  after  im¬ 
migration,  they  have  one  of  the  lowest 


rates  of  voter  registration  after  becom¬ 
ing  citizens.  "These  are  disturbing  statis¬ 
tics  and  Asian  Americans  should  take 
note  of  them,"  she  said.  "They  should  do 
something  about  them." 

Serving  five  terms  as  California’s 
Secretary  of  State  has  made  her  sensitive 
to  the  issue  of  voting,  particularly 
among  Asian  Americans.  "A  lot  of  that 
is  going  to  involve  education,"  she  says, 
"but  it’s  going  to  be  difficult  to  change 
their  perceptions  and  attitudes." 

"Hopefully  the  younger  generation 
coming  along  will  do  that,"  she  says,  ad¬ 
ding  that  Asians  interested  in  seeking 
political  office  also  need  more  role 
models.  "They’re  really  proud  that  I  did 
what  I  did,"  she  says  of  the  younger 
Asians  Americans  she  has  been  meet¬ 
ing.  "If  I  can  be  Secretary  of  State,  they 
can  be  governor  of  the  state  someday," 
she  says.  "But  we  need  more  role 
models." 

"Asian  Bashing" 

Eu  says  she  is  also  concerned  about 
the  "Asian  bashing"  fomented  by  the 
Republican  Party  during  the  presiden¬ 
tial  campaign.  She  believes  that  recent 
stories  charging  Democratic  fund-raiser

John  Huang  with  illegally  soliciting 
foreign  campaign  donations  were  un¬ 
fair. 

She  believes  the  attacks  were  purely 
political  and  unjustified  and  have  "left  a 
chilling  impact  on  the  Asian  American 
community." 

She  says  reporters  have  been  harass¬ 
ing  Asians  who  made  political  contribu¬ 
tions  by  looking  for  Asian  names  on 
contributors  lists  and  calling  them  up. 
Once  they  had  the  contributors  on  the 
phone,  they  would  ask  them  many  inap¬ 
propriate  questions,  such  as  why  they 
gave  money,  what  country  they  were 
from,  whether  they  were  citizens  and 
when  they  had  been  naturalized.  "It  has 
left  a  chilling  impact." 

"They  (Asian  contributors)  don’t 
want  to  have  anything  to  do  with  politics 
because  of  that,"  she  says.  Eu  adds  that 
Asians  have  names  and  facial  features 
that  have  tended  to  set  them  apart  from 
other  Americans.  At  times,  they  have 
been  relegated  to  "second-class  citizen¬ 
ship."  Many  Asians  have  worked  hard  to 
overcome  these  obstacles.  Suggesting 
that  Asian  political  contributions  are  il¬ 
legal  or  have  been  made  by  foreigners  is 
the  kind  of  attitude  that  can  complicate 
Asian  efforts  to  assimilate,  she  says. 

"We  have  to  make  sure  politicians 
don’t  use  Asian  Americans  as 
scapegoats,"  she  says.  "I  fault  the 
Republican  Party  for  that  Asian  bash¬ 
ing." 

Though  Eu  recently  resigned  as  am¬ 
bassador  to  campaign  for  Clinton,  she 
suggests  she  will  continue  in  that  posi¬ 
tion  or  take  another  one  if  Clinton  is 
reelected.  Eu  says  she  greatly  enjoys  her 
work  and  would  eventually  Like  to  serve 
in  another  Asian  country,  perhaps  as  US 
ambassador  to  Singapore. 

"I  would  like  very  much  to  continue 
to  serve  as  an  ambassador,"  she  says.  "I 
have  found  my  job  very  very  interesting." 
The  key  to  being  "a  successful  ambas¬ 
sador"  is  developing  "good  human 
relationships,"  she  says. 

In  addition  to  her  political  life,  Eu 
has  also  been  praised  for  her  Chinese 
brush  painting  and  calligraphy.  When 
she  went  to  Taiwan  about  eight  years 
ago  to  study  Chinese,  she  also  studied 
Chinese  brush  painting.  It  turned  out 
that  she  actually  had  a  talent  for  paint¬ 
ing.  Although  time  constraints  have 
kept  her  from  painting  since  becoming 
an  ambassador,  she  says  that  "soon  as 
_  this  election  is  over  I’ve  told  myself  I’m

Welfare  Reform  Targets 
Elderly  Support  System 


When  Congress  passed  the  Personal 
Responsibility  and  Work  Opportunity 
Reconciliation  Act  of  1996  earlier  this 
year,  it  struck  at  several  of  the  essential 
government  supports  of  the  elderly 
Asian  immigrant  community,  including 
Supplemental  Security  Income  (SSI). 

While  the  welfare  reform  bill  was  lar¬ 
gely  meant  to  reform  the  nation’s  wel¬ 
fare  system  by  reducing  the  number  of 
years  people  could  receive  support  and 
by  requiring  recipients  to  work,  it  also 
dramatically  reduced  the  eligibility  of 
non-citizen  legal  immigrants  for  a  wide 
range  of  government-supported  social 
programs. 

Under  the  bill,  which  was  signed  by 
President  Clinton  last  summer,  non¬ 
citizen  legal  residents  are  no  longer 
eligible  to  receive  SSI  -  a  program  that 
provides  monthly  financial  support  for 
the  poor,  elderly,  and  disabled.  While 
most  Americans  are  eligible  to  receive 
Social  Security  when  they  retire,  im¬ 
migrants  of  retirement  age  who  came  to 
this  country  late  in  life  have  not  worked 
long  enough  to  qualify  for  such  support. 
To  ensure  that  they  were  protected,  the 
US  Government  has  in  the  past 
provided  them  with  SSI  and  Medicaid. 

At  the  Josiah  Quincy  School 
auditorium  last  week,  the  Chinatown 
Coalition  and  the  Asian  Pacific 
American  Agenda  Coalition  sponsored 
a  community  meeting  to  inform  people 
of  the  effects  that  the  welfare  reform  bill 
will  have  on  their  access  to  government 
social  services  and  income  supports. 
The  majority  of  the  people  attending  the 
meeting  were  elderly  legal  residents  - 
the  people  who  are  most  at  risk  as  a 
result  of  the  welfare  reform  legislation. 
Most  of  those  attending  the  meeting 
were  over  60  and  appeared  to  be  living 
in  government-subsidized  housing  and 
receiving  SSI  and  Medicaid.  Less  than  a 
third  were  citizens,  though  some  said 
they  had  begun  the  process  of  becoming 
naturalized. 

The  Effects 
Of  the  Bill 

Guiding  the  largely  elderly  audience 
through  the  details  of  the  bill  were 
Greater  Boston  Legal  Services  attorneys 
Zenobia  Lai  and  Cindy  Mark. 

The  recently  passed  welfare  reform 
bill  would: 

*  Impose  a  federal  bar  on  SSI  and 
food  stamps  until  citizenship.  Under 
previous  law,  legal  residents  were 
eligible  for  SSI  five  years  after  entering 
the  US.  Exempt  from  this  requirement 
are  refugees,  asylees,  and  persons 
granted  withholding  of  deportation  (for 
five  years  only),  veterans,  and  persons 
who  have  worked  10  qualifying  years  in 
the  US. 

*  Impose  a  federal  bar  for  five  years 
after  entry  on  Assistance  to  Needy 
Families  (TANF,  which  replaces  Aid  to 
Families  With  dependent  Children,  or 
AFDC)),  non-emergency  Medicaid, 
Title  XX  block  grants,  and  other  federal 
means-tested  programs.  Persons  who 
have  entered  as  "qualified"  aliens  before 
enactment  of  the  bill  would  not  be  af¬ 
fected.  Refugees,  asylees,  and  persons 
granted  withholding  of  deportation  are 
exempt. 

*  Allow  a  state  the  option  to  bar 
TANF,  non-emergency  Medicaid,  and 
Title  XX  block  grants  until  citizenship. 
Advocates  say  it  is  unclear  if  Mas¬ 
sachusetts  will  exercise  this  option. 
Many  observers  seem  to  suggest  that  the 
state  would  continue  to  provide 
Medicaid.) 

*  Allow  a  state  option  to  bar  or  limit 
"qualified  immigrants,"  non-im¬ 
migrants,  and  parolees  living  in  the  US 
for  less  than  one  year  from  receiving 
state  public  benefits. 

Under  the  welfare  reform  bill  the 
deeming  of  a  sponsor’s  income  would 
apply  to  legal  residents  applying  for  the 
following  benefits: 

*SSI,  TANF,  food  stamps,  and  other 
federal  means-tested  public  benefits. 
Deeming  will  kick  in  until  citizenship  or 


until  a  legal  resident  has  worked  40 
quarters.  This  requirement  does  not 
apply  to  residents  who  entered  the  US 
before  enactment  of  the  welfare  reform 
bill  on  Aug.  22, 1996. 

Legal  immigrants  who  work  40 
qualifying  quarters  (10  years)  in  the  US 
are  exempt  from: 

*the  federal  bar  on  SSI  and  food 
stamps 

*the  federal  deeming  requirement 

*the  state  option  to  bar  legal  im¬ 
migrants  from  receiving  TANF,  non¬ 
emergency  Medicaid,  and  Title  XX. 

The  Welfare  bill  will  reduce  federal 
spending  by  an  estimated  $54. 1  billion 
over  six  years,  and  about  44  percent  of 


the  savings  will  be  at  the  expense  of 
social  services  for  legal  immigrants. 
About  $13.3  billion  will  be  saved  by  en¬ 
ding  SSI  for  legal  immigrants. 

Mark  said  current  recipients  of  SSI 
would  likely  receive  a  termination 
notice  in  March  1997.  She  suggested, 
however,  that  SSI  recipients 

should  appeal  the  decision  to  determine 
if  they  fall  into  one  of  the  exempt 
categories.  Mark  and  Lai  said  current 
food  stamp  recipients  would  lose  their 
benefits  after  April  1,  though  persons 
who  applied  before  Nov.  29  could 
receive  a  temporary  extension. 

Governor  Weld  vowed  earlier  this 
year  to  protect  elderly  legal  residents 


who  lose  SSI  as  a  result  of  the  proposed 
welfare  reform  legislation.  Ruth  Moy, 
executive  director  of  the  Greater  Boston 
Chinese  Golden  Age  Center,  said  Nam 
Pham,  director  of  the  Massachusetts  Of¬ 
fice  for  Refugees  and  Immigrants, 
recently  assured  her  that  the  state  would 
provide  support  for  elderly  who  lose 
SSI,  though  the  amount  they  receive 
may  be  less  than  their  current  benefits. 
Advocates  said  that  the  elderly  would 
receive  support  under  the  Emergency 
Aid  to  Elders,  the  Disabled,  and 
Children  program. 

While  legal  immigrants  will  no 
longer  have  access  to  certain  means- 
tested  programs,  they  will  still  be 
eligible  for  such  programs  as  Emergency 
Medicaid,  programs  under  the  Job 
Training  Partnership  Act,  Head  Start, 
WIC,  the  school  lunch  program,  and 
higher  education  loans  and  grants.  The 
state  is  considering  creating  a  voucher 
system  to  replace  food  stamps  for  some 
recipients,  said  Lai. 

The  Elderly 

While  the  details  of  the  welfare 
reform  bill  are  matter-of-fact,  the  elder¬ 
ly  lives  to  be  affected  by  the  changes  are 
multifaceted.  The  people  who  stand 
most  to  lose  are  some  of  the  most  vul¬ 
nerable  immigrants  living  in  the  US 
today.  Many  came  to  the  US  at  a  late  age 
to  join  their  children  and  care  for 
grandchildren.  Most  worked  for  a  num¬ 
ber  of  years  before  reaching  retirement 
age. 

Unable  to  earn  enough  to  support 
themselves  in  their  60s  and  70s,  they 
must  rely  on  family  or  government  assis¬ 
tance  for  housing,  health  care,  and 
monthly  income. 

Many  suggest  that  their  children 
would  be  unable  to  support  them  if  they 
lose  their  government  supports,  since 
they  are  themselves  struggling  to  sup¬ 
port  families  in  the  US. 

Although  elderly  non-citizens  have 
the  option  to  become  citizens  to  gain 
access  to  benefits,  many  fear 
they  won’t  be  able  to  learn  English  well 
enough  to  pass  the  English-language 
section  of  the  citizenship  exam.  Many, 
however,  have  begun  the  process  of  be¬ 
coming  naturalized. 

Elderly  voting  is  another  issue  being 
emphasized  as  a  result  of  the  recent 
wave  of  anti-immigrant  legislation. 
Some  of  those  who  have  already  become 
citizens  could  be  seen  registering  to  vote 
at  last  month’s  community  meeting. 
Many  of  the  elderly  residents  who  at¬ 
tended  the  meeting  also  signed 
letters  to  be  sent  to  Gov.  Weld  urging 
him  to  provide  support  for  persons  who 
will  lose  SSI. 


Elderly  Stories 


Bao  Xian  Cai 

Bao  Xian  Cai,  67,  came  to  the  US 
from  Guangzhou,  China  in  1986  to  join 
her  son.  When  Bao  first  came  to  Boston, 
she  worked  as  a  dishwasher  in  a  Chinese 
restaurant.  After  working  for  seven 
years,  she  lost  her  job  and  became 
eligible  for  SSI.  She  and  her  son  now 
share  an  apartment  in  Chinatown’s 
Mass  Pike  Towers.  They  live  on  her  $506 
monthly  SSI  payment  and  his  income, 
which  is  unstable.  She  says  her  son  has 
an  unspecified  illness  that  only  allows 
him  to  work  sporadically.  While  Bao 
says  she  is  studying  to  become  a  citizen, 
she  nevertheless  remains  worried  about 
the  future.  If  she  loses  her  SSI,  she  says, 
she  will  have  to  go  out  to  find  work 
again.  She  can’t  receive  Social  Security 
because  she  has  only  worked  in  the  US 
for  seven  years. 

Return  to  China? 

Zhen  Xin  Ja,  75,  is  also  worried. 
Zhen  came  to  the  US  in  1988  to  join  her 
two  children  in  the  Boston  area.  While 
she  and  her  husband  currently  live  in 
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Greater  Boston  Legal  Services  attorneys  Zenobia  Lai  (l)  and  Cindy  Mark  at  the  conference.

Hong  Lok  House,  a  28-unit  elderly 
residence  in  Chinatown,  their  children 
live  in  Quincy  and  Malden. 

When  she  first  arrived  in  the  US, 
Zhen  worked  as  a  baby-sitter  for  her 
grandchildren  -  a  typical  job  performed 
by  many  elderly  parents  who  come  to  the 
US  to  join  their  children.  Although  it  is 
important  work  that  contributes  to  the 
stability  of  immigrant  families  by  help¬ 
ing  them  become  more  financially 
stable,  it’s  not  the  kind  of  job  that  allows 
people  to  accumulate  work  quarters 
with  Social  Security  or  gain  recognition 
in  the  larger  society. 

Zhen  says  she  currently  receives  $450 
a  month  in  SSI.  Although  she  wants  to 
become  a  citizen,  she  worries  she  won’t 
be  able  to  pass  the  English  portion  of  the 
citizenship  test.  If  she  loses  SSI,  she  says, 
she  may  have  to  return  to  Toisan,  China. 
Her  children,  she  explains,  don’t  have 
enough  income  to  provide  a  living  for 
her  and  her  husband.  Zhen  says  she  is 
hopeful  that  the  state  will  provide  a  re¬ 
placement  payment  for  the  SSI  the 
federal  government  will  soon  take  away 
from  her  and  her  husband. 

Becoming  a  Citizen 

Mrs.  Lam,  72,  lives  in  a  subsidized 
elderly  apartment  in  the  South  End. 
Both  she  and  her  husband  rely  on  SSI  for 
their  income,  and  they  are  worried  they 
will  lose  it. 

Lam  says  her  sister  sponsored  her 
and  her  husband  to  come  to  the  US  from 
a  village  in  China’s  Guangdong 
Province  in  1984.  She  and  her  husband 
then  sponsored  three  of  their  four 
children  to  immigrate  to  the  US. 

When  she  and  her  husband  arrived  in 
the  US,  she  worked  in  factories  that 
produced  pharmaceutical  products  and 
belts ,  and  he  worked  in  restaurants. 

Six  years  later,  after  becoming 
eligible  to  receive  SSI,  she  retired.  Lam 
says  if  she  loses  her  SSI  now  she  may  be 
forced  to  return  to  her  home  village  in 
China.  Though  she  enjoys  living  in  the 
US,  particularly  since  most  of  her 


children  are  here,  she  says  she  would 
have  to  return  to  China  if  she  loses 
government  support.  "My  children  also 
have  a  very  difficult  life  here,"  she  says. 
"It  would  be  difficult  for  them  to  support 
us." 

Lam,  however,  is  currently  studying 
to  become  a  citizen  and  will  soon  have 
an  interview  in  English.  Like  most 
people  applying  for  citizenship,  she  is 
worried  about  her  ability  to  pass  the 
English  portion  of  the  test.  Lam  says  she 
had  one  year  of  schooling  in  China  and 
has  a  limited  ability  to  read  and  write 
Chinese.  She  suggests  that  she  recently 
passed  the  English  multiple  choice 
citizenship  test  by  guessing  and  by  care¬ 
fully  studying  the  questions,  which  she 
says  she  answered  without  really  know¬ 
ing  the  meaning  of  the  words. 

Losing  Welfare 

While  most  legal  immigrants  are 
worried  about  losing  SSI  and  Medicaid, 
Mrs.  Lee  also  stands  to  lose  her 
eligibility  to  receive  welfare,  which  she 
has  been  receiving  on  and  off  since  the 
late  1970s. 

Lee  came  to  the  US  from  Hong  Kong 
in  1979.  Not  long  after  her  arrival  here, 
her  husband  died  and  she  found  herself 
in  a  new  country  with  two  small  children 
to  raise.  She  applied  for  welfare  to  sup¬ 
port  them  and  has  been  receiving  it  on 
and  off  since.  State  and  welfare  reform 
measures  mean  that  Lee,  who  now  has 
one  child  at  home,  must  discontinue 
collecting  welfare  next  year. 

Lee  is  now  close  to  finishing  up  a 
two-year  associate’s  degree  program  at 
Bunker  Hill  Community  College.  She 
also  earns  a  small  amount  of  money 
delivering  newspapers  in  Quincy.  Over 
the  years  she  has  volunteered  in 
Chinatown  and  held  a  number  of  part- 
time  office  jobs,  but  none  seemed  to  suit 
her  or  provide  her  with  adequate  in¬ 
come  and  health  insurance  to  support 
her  and  her  children. 

Lee  believes  the  major  obstacle  she 
has  faced  in  the  work  world  over  the 
yeprs  has  been  her  lack  of  education  and 
inability  to  speak  English  well.  "Even 


though  I  doubt  my  future,  I  just  keep 
going,"  she  says. 

Over  the  years  she  has  observed  that 
few  Chinese  receive  welfare.  She  says 
that  even  her  brother  condemns  many 
people  who  refuse  to  work  and  continue 
to  receive  welfare.  She  says  her  own 
situation  has  been  complicated  by  her 
husband’s  death,  a  language  barrier,  and 
the  need  to  support  children. 

"I  don’t  see  the  Chinese  [receiving 
welfare]  very  much,"  she  said.  "They  feel 
shame”  or  are  "afraid  the  government 
will  kick  them  out  [of  the  US]." 

Uncertainties 

In  many  ways,  the  effect  the  bill  will 
have  on  legal  immigrants  is  still  unclear. 
Lai,  for  example,  said  it’s  still  unclear 
whether  Medicaid  for  legal  immigrants 
will  be  available  over  the  long  term, 
since  the  states  have  the  option  of  with¬ 
holding  it  until  citizenship.  She  and 
others  note  that  health  care  continues  to 
be  the  most  pressing  issue  for  the  im¬ 
migrant  elderly,  since  paying  for  it  them¬ 
selves  would  be  too  costly.  Lai  said  the 
cost  of  a  year’s  health  insurance  for  a 
person  over  60  would  be  at  least  $7,000. 
The  welfare  bill,  she  added,  "is  going  to 
have  a  significant  effect  on  families. 
Even  their  families  are  not  that  well  off." 

Lai  said  Attorney  General  Janet 
Reno  has  said  that  programs  to  protect 
life  and  safety  would  not  be  affected  by 
the  reform  bill.  Such  programs  would 
include  English  as  a  second  language 
and  vocational  training,  she  said. 

"I  think  it  will  become  clearer  as  time 
goes  on,"  she  said  of  the  ramifications  of 
the  bill. 

Moy  suggested  that  the  long-term  ef¬ 
fect  would  be  a  reduction  in  immigra¬ 
tion,  since  families  would  be  less  willing 
to  sponsor  their  relatives  if  few  social 
services  are  available  here. 

Strategies  to 
Protect  People 

Lai  said  advocates  in  the  Asian  com¬ 
munity  will  now  focus  on  helping  the 
elderly  become  citizens.  She  said 


lawyers  will  also  encourage  spouses  to 
combine  their  work  quarters  so  both  will 
be  eligible  to  receive  SSI.  This  proce¬ 
dure  is  allowed  by  Social  Security,  but 
many  elderly  are  unaware  of  it.  A  non¬ 
citizen  must  now  have  worked  40 
quarters  (10  years)  to  qualify  for  SSI. 

Political  Pressure 

Many  of  the  elderly  people  attending 
last  week’s  community  meeting  sent  let¬ 
ters  to  Gov.  Weld  applauding  him  for 
earmarking  $30  million  in  the  FY  1997 
budget  for  legal  immigrants  and 
refugees  who  lose  government  support 
as  a  result  of  the  welfare  reform  bill.  The 
letter  asks  Weld  to  include  adequate 
funds  for  the  same  purpose  through  the 
state’s  EAEDC  program  in  the  coming 
budget. 

Several  speakers  said  that  people 
need  to  exert  pressure  on  legislators. 
One  participant  suggested  that  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Asian  community  should  let 
their  views  be  heard  during  the  com¬ 
ment  period  for  block  grant  applica¬ 
tions.  He  also  suggested  that  members 
of  the  Asian  community  should  contact 
the  following  legislators  to  inform  them 
of  their  concerns:  Sen.  Stanley  Rosen¬ 
berg,  chairman  of  the  the  Senate  Ways 
and  Means  Committee;  Rep.  Paul 
Haley,  chairman  of  the  House  Ways  and 
Means  Committee;  Sen.  Therese  Mur¬ 
ray,  chairperson  of  the  Committee  on 
Human  Services  and  Elderly  Affairs; 
and  Claire  Mclntire,  Department  of 
Transitional  Assistance  (  for  block 
grant  appropriations). 

Bonnie  Cronin,  Sen.  John  Kerry’s 
chief  of  staff  in  Boston,  said  Kerry  would 
support  legislation  to  address  the 
shortcomings  of  the  welfare  bill  if  he  is 
reelected  next  week.  Kerry  supported 
the  welfare  reform  legislation  in  the 
Senate. 

"He  didn’t  agree  with  the  food  stamp 
provisions  and  the  SSI  provisions,"  she 
said.  She  added  that  Kerry  voted  for  the 
bill  because  he  wanted  to  see  some 
progress  on  welfare  reform  and  that  the 
senator  supports  moving  people  from 
welfare  to  work  provided  that  job  train¬ 
ing  and  child  care  supports  are  available, 
"he’s  been  talking  about  welfare  reform 
since  1972  when  he  ran  for  Congress," 
she  said.

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Former  CCBA  President  Sentenced 


Reggie  Wong,  former  president  of 
the  Chinese  Consolidated  Benevolent 
Association,  has  been  sentenced  to 
serve  more  than  two  years  in  federal 
prison  for  money  laundering. 

Wong,  54,  was  sentenced  by  US  J udge 
Frank  M.  Hull  for  money  laundering  in 
connection  with  "Operation  Highbind." 
Kent  B.  Alexander,  US  Attorney  for  the 
Northern  District  of  Georgia,  said  in  a 
statement  that  Wong  was  sentenced  to 
two  years  and  nine  months  in  prison  and 
was  ordered  to  pay  $29,940  in  restitution 
and  criminal  forfeiture  to  the  United 
States.  He  was  also  given  a  three-year 
period  of  supervised  release. 

Wong  pled  guilty  on  June  3  to  a  one- 
count  criminal  indictment  for  money 
laundering  by  accepting  $35,000  in  cash 
loans,  which  had  been  represented  to  be 
the  proceeds  of  illegal  drug  sales.  Wong 
agreed  to  change  the  cash  into  checks  in 
order  to  "launder"  the  cash,"  according 
to  the  statement 

"Operation  Highbind"  was  a  two- 
year  federal  undercover  "sting"  opera¬ 
tion  in  which  the  FBI  looked  into 
possible  illegal  activities  being  con¬ 
ducted  in  Atlanta  and  elsewhere  by  cur- 
rent  and  former  officials  of 
organizations  known  as  the  Hip  Sing 
Tong  Association  and  the  Hung  Mun 
Association,  according  to  the  statement. 

A  witness  who  cooperated  in  the 
operation  told  Wong  that  he  had  large

sums  of  US  currency  that  belonged  to 
drug  dealers  and  were  the  proceeds  of 
illegal  drug  trafficking.  He  told  Wong 
that  the  drug  dealers  were  seeking  to 
launder  the  cash  through  loans  or  in¬ 
vestments  into  illegal  gambling  ac¬ 
tivities  such  as  sports  bookmaking 
operations  and  casinos. 

The  plan  was  to  have  the  money 
laundered  through  members  of  the  Hip 


Sing  or  Hung  Mun,  who  in  turn  would 
repay  the  principal,  interest,  and 
dividends  on  these  loans  or  investments 
by  check  or  money  order  to  a  company 
called  Jasmine,  Inc.  at  1627  Peachtree 
Street  in  Atlanta.  Jasmine,  Inc.  was  an 
undercover  business  established  by  the 
FBI  as  a  "front"  for  the  witness. 

The  US  attorney’s  office  said  that  be¬ 
tween  Nov.  4,  1994  and  Dec.  12,  1994, 
Wong,  "with  the  intent  to  conceal  and 
disguise  the  nature,  source,  and  owner¬ 
ship  of  property  believed  to  be  the 
proceeds  of  unlawful  activity,  knowingly 
and  willfully  conducted  a  financial 
transaction  affecting  interstate  com¬ 
merce"  by  transferring  and  disposing  of 
$20,000  in  US  currency  to  be  repaid  by 
check  or  money  order. 

Assistant  US  Attorney  James 
Deichert,  chief  of  the  Organized  Crime 
Strike  Force,  said  Wong  received  money 
in  Atlanta  and  Boston  in  connection 
with  the  illegal  activity.  The  activities  for 
which  Wong  has  been  charged  took 
place  while  he  was  serving  as  CCBA 
president. 

"Operation  Highbind"  culminated 
with  arrests  and  the  execution  of  search 
warrants  in  Atlanta  starting  Feb.  2, 1996 
by  the  FBI,  Immigration  and  Naturaliza¬ 
tion  Service  (INS),  local  police,  and 
others.  Search  warrants  were  also  ex¬ 
ecuted  by  FBI  and  INS  agents  in  San 
Francisco,  Cleveland,  Denver,  and  New 
York  City.  Wong  is  one  of  26  defendants 


indicted  on  Feb.  5,  1996.  Hearings  and 
sentencings  are  continuing  for  the 
defendants  in  "Operation  Highbind,"  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  US  Attorney’s  office  in 
Atlanta. 

In  recent  years,  Wong  has  been  a 
highly  visible  player  in  the  Chinatown 
community,  serving  as  the  CCBA  presi¬ 
dent  during  1994  and  1995  and  as  a 
member  of  the  Chinatown  Neighbor¬ 
hood  Council.  At  many  community 
events  during  his  tenure  as  CCBA  presi¬ 
dent,  Wong  could  often  be  seen  on  the 
same  stage  with  political  figures  such  as 
Mayor  Menino  and  City  Council  Presi¬ 
dent  James  Kelly. 

Wong  has  long  been  active  in  the 
Knights  Athletic  Club  and  in  the 
Chinese  Freemasons.  He  helped  or¬ 
ganize  the  North  American  Chinese  In¬ 
vitational  Volleyball  Tournament  held 
in  Boston’s  Chinatown  in  1994.  He  is 
also  the  owner  of  Weggie’s  Pub  in  the 
Leather  District. 

During  Wong’s  tenure  as  CCBA 
president,  Mayor  Menino  gave  CCBA 
the  right  to  develop  Parcel  C  after  a 
bitterly  fought  community  effort  to  stop 
construction  of  a  New  England  Medical 
Center  garage  on  the  site.  CCBA  was 
chosen  to  oversee  development  of  the 
site  because  of  its  standing  in  the  com¬ 
munity. 


Community  Reviews  Washington  Street  Options 


Members  of  the  Chinatown  com¬ 
munity  were  given  their  first  look  at  an 
MBTA  proposal  to  replace  diesel  buses 
on  Washington  Street  with  an  electric 
bus  system  last  month. 

The  60-foot  electrically-powered 
buses  would  run  between  Downtown 
Crossing  and  Dudley  Square  in  Roxbury 
and  are  meant  to  replace  the  former 
elevated  Orange  Line.  The  MBTA  had 
planned  to  start  construction  of  the 
project  next  fall  and  complete  it  within 
a  year. 

Mary  Soo  Hoo  of  the  Chinatown 
Neighborhood  Council  said  she  still 
favors  an  original  plan  to  have  a  Light 
Rail  Vehicle  (LRV)  running  under¬ 
ground  through  Chinatown  to  replace 
the  Orange  Line  service.  In  1989,  the 
Chinatown  Neighborhood  Council  had 
agreed  to  join  the  Washington  Street 
Corridor  Coalition  in  supporting  an 
LRV  plan  that  would  require  trains  to 
run  underground  through  Chinatown. 

Neil  Chin,  who  attended  last  month’s 
MBTA  community  meeting  at  Emerson 


College,  suggested  that  the  best  solution 
for  Chinatown  would  be  non-polluting 
compressed -natural -gas -powered 
buses.  He  noted  that  the  LRV  option 
would  require  placing  tracks  on 
Washington  Street,  while  the  proposed 
electric  buses  would  require  the  con¬ 
struction  of  overhead  electrical  lines. 
"We  don’t  want  either  one  of  them,"  he 
said,  adding  that  South  End  and  Rox¬ 
bury  groups  appear  to  want  an  LRV. 

"We  were  told  that  the  MBTA  was 
leaning  very  strongly  toward  an  the 
electric  bus  and  the  LRVs  were  not  con¬ 
sidered  to  be  a  viable  option,"  he  said. 

While  the  Washington  Street  Cor¬ 
ridor  Coalition  has  been  advocating  for 
the  LRV  plan,  which  would  be  more 
costly  than  the  electric  bus  system,  some 

residents  and  business  owners  in  the 
South  End  appear  to  be  willing  to  accept 
the  electric  bus  plan.  Some  people  ap¬ 
parently  fear  that  a  squabble  over  the 
issue  will  further  delay  implementation 
of  any  new  service. 

Although  the  MBTA,  which  current¬ 


ly  has  money  to  construct  an  electric  bus 
system,  had  previously  argued  that  ad¬ 
ding  another  line  to  the  Green  Line 
would  delay  service  on  existing  lines,  it 


has  agreed  to  restudy  the  issue.  It  also 
plans  to  schedule  a  meeting  in 
Chinatown  to  give  the  community  the 
!  opportunity  to  discuss  the  issue  further. 


Fire  Damages  Chinatown  Restaurant

The  McDonald’s  restaurant  in 
Chinatown  remained  closed  this  week 
following  a  smoky  seven-alarm  fire  that 
brought  160  fire  fighters  to  Washington 
and  Kneeland  Streets  in  Chinatown  on 
Oct.  16. 

The  lunch-time  fire  apparently  began 
in  the  ceiling  separating  McDonald’s 
and  the  Grand  China  restaurant. 

Steve  MacDonald,  a  spokesman  for 
the  Boston  Fire  Department,  said  the 
fire  traveled  through  the  ceiling  and  sent 
smoke  billowing  from  the  building.  It 
remained  unclear  last  week  whether  the 
fire  originated  in  the  McDonald’s  or  in 
the  Grand  China  restaurant.

Fire  fighters  had  to 
knock  out  the  windows  of  the 
McDonald’s  restaurant  to  fight  the  fire. 

About  350  people  were  evacuated 
from  the  first  and  second  floors  of  the 
building,  but  no  injuries  were  reported.

Wong,  who  last  month  opened  the

While  the  Huntington  Theatre 
Company’s  production  of  "Journey  to 
the  West”  often  fails  to  capture  the  inner 
tone  and  sensibility  of  the  Chinese  clas¬ 
sic,  it  generally  succeeds  at  giving  ex¬ 
pression  to  the  essential  ideas  of 
Buddhism  that  permeate  the  work. 

Based  on  the  Chinese  classic  "Jour¬ 
ney  to  the  West"  by  Hsi-yu  chi,  the  Bos¬ 
ton  production  tells  the  story  of 
Tripitaka  Tang’s  journey  to  India  to

collect  sacred  Buddhist  texts.  Accom¬ 
panying  the  Buddhist  monk  on  his  trip 
from  China  is  Sun  Wu-K’ung,  the 
monkey  king,  Chu  Pa-Chieh,  the  pig, 
and  Sha  Monk.  Their  journey  involves  a 
series  of  dangerous  and  magical  en¬ 
counters  with  both  human  and  super¬ 
natural  powers.  It’s  a  story  in  which 
natural  and  supernatural  forces  blend 
and  become  almost  indistinguishable. 

Although  it  is  based  on  one  of

China’s  most  popular  classics,  the  play  - 
as  you  might  expect  -  has  the  tone  and 
feel  of  an  American  production.  Just 


about  everything  in  it  feels  American  - 
from  the  manner  in  which  lines  are 
delivered  by  its  troupe  of  multicultural 
actors  to  the  performers  movements 
across  the  stage.  Even  the  humor  has  a 
directness  and  an  exaggerated  quality 
that  feels  unmistakably  American. 
Though  this  at  times  seems  to  work,  too 
often  it  feels  awkward  and  contrived. 

Mary  Zimmerman,  who  directed  the 
play,  has  obviously  taken  liberties  with 
the  original  story  to  give  the  current 
production  the  feel  of  contemporary 
life.  In  one  scene,  for  example,  Kuan  Yin 

-  a  much  revered  figure  in  Chinese  Bud¬ 
dhism  -  is  seen  smoking,  which  to  many 
Chinese  will  likely  appear  farfetched 
and  ridiculous. 

The  acting  in  the  play  ranges  from 
very  good  to  overwrought.  Doug  Hara 

-  with  his  agile  movements  and  quirky 
delivery  -  is  superb  as  the  monkey  king, 
but  Soren  Oliver’s  pig  lacks  subtlety. 
The  play’s  most  obvious  shortcoming  is 


In  "Cyclo"  by  Tran  Anh  Hung,  a 
pedicab  driver  in  Ho  Chi  Minh  City 
finds  himself  suddenly  tangled  in  the 
city’s  flourishing  underworld.  Following 
in  his  father’s  footsteps,  the  Cylco  strug¬ 
gles  to  eke  out  a  living  pedaling  pas¬ 
sengers  around  the  city.

"Cyclo"  is  the  second  feature  film  by 
the  director  of  "The  Scent  of  Green 
Papaya,"  which  was  nominated  for  an 
academy  award  several  years  ago.  While 
this  Vietnamese  French  director  used  a 
sensuous  visual  style  in  his  first  film  to 
evoke  the  daily  life  of  a  Vietnamese 
family,  his  second  film  is  overwrought 
and  generally  ineffective  in  telling  a 
coherent  and  believable  story. 

Though  Tran’s  striking  visual  style  is 
apparent  in  his  newest  film,  "Cyclo"  is 
marred  by  an  unfocused  story-line  and  a 
parade  of  undeveloped  characters.  Tran

seems  to  be  trying  to  graft  the  stylized 
posing  and  violence  that  characterize 
Hong  Kong  gangster  films  onto  his  own 
more  subtle  and  evocative  style.  The 
brew,  unfortunately,  feels  artificial  and 
false.  Tran  seems  to  have  spoiled  his 
own  unique  style  by  imitating  the  exces¬ 
ses  of  Hong  Kong  commercial  films. 

The  film’s  most  serious  flaw  is  its 
characters,  who  remain  ciphers.  Even 
the  Cylco  himself  remains  essentially 
unknown  by  the  end  of  the  film.  Another 
major  character  who  remains  un¬ 
developed  in  the  film  is  the  Poet,  a 
romantic  figure  who  controls  the  city’s 
underworld.  Played  by  the  Hong  Kong 
film  star  Tony  Leung,  the  Poet  spends 
most  of  his  time  on-screen,  smoking 
cigarettes,  having  nosebleeds,  and 
brooding.  And  while  he  has  a  relation¬ 
ship  with  the  Cyclo’s  sister,  its  nature  is 
never  made  clear:  Is  she  one  of  his  pros¬ 
titutes,  his  girlfriend,  or  both?  The  only 
relationship  in  the  film  that  feels  at  all

its  failure  to  capture  the  sensibility  of 
the  original  work.  Though  "Journey  to 
the  West"  is  often  very  funny,  its  humor 
seems  too  loud  and  boisterous  -  too  ex¬ 
aggerated  and  unsubtle  -  to  reflect  the 
essence  of  the  original. 

Despite  these  shortcomings,  "Jour¬ 
ney  to  the  West"  is  in  many  ways  a  lively 
and  entertaining  production.  With  the 
exception  of  some  lapses  in  the  first  act, 
the  play  moves  along  at  a  fast  clip.  Also 
noteworthy  are  the  play’s  attractive  sets 
and  original  musical  accompaniment. 
One  of  the  play’s  strengths  is  its  success 
in  bringing  to  life  the  Buddhist  flavor  of 
the  original  story.  In  a  series  of  reflective 
moments  scatttered  throughout  the 
play,  the  essential  ideas  of  Buddhism  -

action  and  a  fair  amount  of  graphic 
violence,  though  most  of  it  fails  to  fur¬ 
ther  the  story  line.  It  strives  to  explore 
the  hidden  corruption  of  a  Vietnamese 
city  -  its  money  obsessions,  gang 
violence,  and  prostitution  -  but  the  city 
it  creates  feels  unreal.  I  kept  wondering 
if  a  Vietnamese  filmmaker  who  had 
spent  his  entire  life  in  Ho  Chi  Minh  City 
would  recognize  Tran’s  take  on  it. 

The  strength  of  Tran’s  earlier  film 
was  its  simplicity  and  attention  to  visual 
detail.
